T he SearcK fo r th e J e a n n e tte P eo p le. 
W a s h in g to n , M arch 7ch.—U nder datg of 
Ir'kut.k, Siberia, December 8, 1S82, .Lieut. 
H arber writes to the Secretary of the Navy, 
giving a detailed report cf the operations of 
his party in fchcir search for the mi‘>8ingjxlc- 
ple cf the Jeannette. 
A t midnight, June 
23d, they left Irkutsk for the Lena delta, ar­ 
riving at BnUiu July 3 1 
They took in the 
stores left by Engineer Melville, end fitied 
ont four parties w ith native boats. Then 
followed 
tbs 
chief 
incidents 
of 
the 
search 
of different • parties 
from days 
to day, the difficulties experienced from 
shoal water, and the impossibility of procur­ 
ing native guides. 
They were frequently 
compelled lo wade and drag their boats for 
miles. 
On the morning of August 21st they 
reached M a'rai, vhited the tnmb of Lieu 
tenant-Commander DeLocg and companions, 
and put. four heavy bolta through the stand­ 
ard and arms of 'h e cross, in accordance with 
the request of Engineer Melville. 
Thence 
the search was continued to the northward, 
and on the 31st they reached the spot where 
Lieutenant-Commander DeLong and party 
were found. 
Seerch was made to see if any­ 
thing remained hidden under the snow, hut 
nothingof consequence was found. Returning, 
the party reached Bnlun on September lG’.h. 
H ere the Jeannette party was placed in 
charge of Easign H unt. 
The search was 
continued by Lieutenant H arber aüd M r. 
Schulz on sledges. 
Lieutenant H arber then 
gives an account cf tho points visited s.rid 
distances traveled, and notes. 
Returned to 
Bulun on the G'.h of November, and adds : 
“ I regret to say th at no trace cf Chipp or 
his party nr his boat has been seen by ns 
or any of the natives. 
I t is probable th at I 
communicated with every native of the delta 
and v.ith those who were near the coast.” 
The balsnco of the report relates to arrange­ 
ments for the removal of the remains of 
Lieutenant-Commander Do Loag and party, 
and contains no information not anticipated 
by telegraph.

W a s h in g to n , M irch 7th.—The star route 
trial was resumed this m orning. 
Icgsrsoll b-vao the caso fcr the defense by 
calling Hon. Jam es B. Belforrl, of Colorado, 
to the witness e'and. 
He said ho had repre­ 
sented the State in Congrese since it had 
been adm itted to tho Union, traveled over 
nearly the whole State, and was acquainted 
with its growlh and development. 
W itness identified his signature to a peti­ 
tion for increased facilities upon one of the 
Colorado routes. 
Iugeraoll was chant to show th at Belford 
frequently called at the Pustcffice D epart­ 
ment and sought to have the mail facilities of 
his State increased.

RAILEOAD 
SOT?. 


Last year the late Attorney-General, Mr. 
Hart, was approached by parties with a 
scheme for suing the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company to recover back interest paid 
by the State on bond3 issued under the Act 
of 1863, and according to which the com­ 
pany was to convey to the State, ninety 
days after it received a patent therefor, the 
lands on which the granite quarries at 
Rocklin are located. 
It was also to 
convey over its line messengers of the 
State, and to transport goods to 
and 
from the 
State 
Agricultural 
Society 
exhibitions free of charge. 
The Attorney- 
General found that the company had kept 
its contract in letter and spirit, and that 
there was no ground whatever for an action 
against it. 
He and his Deputy, Mr. 
White, twice examined into the matter, 
and twice arrived at the same judgment. 
It then developed, and at the time we pub­ 
lished all the facts, that the company had 
received a patent for half of the land, 
and at once deeded it to the State; 
that it was denied a patent for the other 
half because another party had sued for, 
proven, 
and 
been awarded 
the title, 
and a 
patent had been 
issued 
under 
the mineral Act. 
The obligation 
to 
deed was therefore fully discharged. 
At 
the time it was well understood that, 
through 
the 
agenoy of the 
proposed 
suit in the name of the people, the com­ 
pany was to be compelled 
to buy up 
the holding under the adverse patent, 
and that this was no more nor less than 
an attempt to extort. 
The State deemed 
ita possession of the quarry of so little 
value that it practically abandoned it, 
and it was “ jumped,” held, and worked 
for seven or eight years by parties who 
came into the Legislature of 1S80 with a 
bill giving them title on payment of a few 
hundred dollars, but the scheme had its 
back badly broken, and Dana Perkins held 
the possession for the State, and as its 
agent, a position he took by order of 
Attorney-General 
Hamilton 
years be­ 
fore, 
and 
which 
he 
still 
holds. 
The 
company 
has, 
as 
is 
everywhere 
known, carried goods to and from the 
State Fair free, not only over its original 
line, but over all its lines by rail and water, 
and has transported messengers of the 
State, etc. 
Recently parties in San Fran­ 
cisco have induced the present Attorney- 
General to consent to an action, and it has 
been brought, and much loud bellowing 
and rabid and unreasoning explosions of 
wrath among the anti-railroad-hobby-presB 
is the result, over “ the outrage perpetrated 
by tbe soulless corporation on an unsus­ 
pecting and defenseless people.” 
W7e do 
not know what answer the railroad com­ 
pany has filed, or will file to the complaint, 
but the facts are familiar in Sacramento, 
where the subject was thoroughly dis­ 
cussed last year. 
We have no reason to 
believe that the new Attorney-General is a 
party to any intended injustice in the 
matter, 
but the animus of the fanatic 
press is shown in it3 jumping at the con­ 
clusion that th3 railroad company has de­ 
frauded the people of the State of the in­ 
terest sued for, and amounting to $1,94*2,­

knew that there was no obligation to con­ 
vey, except on 2 patent granted ; that the 
company did apply for a patent, and on 
receiving it, deeded to the State May 14, 
1875, which deed is of record in the 
archives of Placer county. 
General Ham­ 
ilton went so far as to sue the “ jumpers,” 
in behalf o f’the State, to eject them from 
the land. 
The Archer legislative commit­ 
tee Beveral years ago 
investigated the 
whole matter, and found that the railroad 
company had more than kept its contract, 
and that it was never under obligation to 
acquire title to the land. 
It is probable 
the new suit proceeds upon the doctrine 
that tho railroad company was under ob­ 
ligation to procure the title and convey to 
tho State. Manifestly, then, the possessors 
of the title to the half adversely held are 
endeavoring, as they did once before, to 
“cinch” the railroad company and force it to 
buy in order to convey to the State, and are 
using the name of the People of the State to 
accomplish this base purpose. 
It is not 
probable that the railroad company would 
be so blind as to risk a $1,900,000 loss, when 
by purchase of the adverse holding it 
could have avoided it. 
Evidently General 
Marshall ha9 been outrageously imposed 
upon in this whole matter.

TAYPAYERS 
AND 
PARTY

sheer folly for any man to decline to 
take part 
in 
political affairs on 
the 
gronnd that he has no interest in the com­ 
munity because he does not pay taxes on 
property. 
The desire of all good citizens 
of Sacramento is to secure the most eco­ 
nomical administration of municipal affairs, 
and an adjustment of liabilities at the low­ 
est legitimately obtainable figure. 
To the 
accomplishment of this end there mu9t be 
brought into office honesty and ability. As 
to methods, there is small profit in discus­ 
sion in a campaign. 
People place little 
confidence in the specific pledge-maker. It 
behooves men of party, therefore, to bring 
out the party strength in tho primary and 
convention preceding election, as through 
party machinery we are to choose city 
officers. 
If incompetent and undesirable 
persona are nominated, it will be becauee 
of the neglect of the primary and conven­ 
tion by taxpayers in their relation to the 
political organizations of their choice. 
It 
is to ba hoped, therefore, that at Satur­ 
day’s Republican primary there will be & 
full party vote ; that Republicans will, by 
their voting strength, paralyze any possible 
combinations of possible rings, and the 
nomination be the free and untrammeled 
choice of the party voters. 
Whatever 
candidates present, let fitness, ability and 
truéfcworfchiness be the tests applied to 
them. 
The competent men, who can be 
trusted to do the best thing possible under 
circumstances as they arise, are the men 
the city needs.

The S tate P rison Com m ittee’s R eport— 
The Senate Spend th e W hole Day upan 


l t — A greem ent 
on 
th e 
A ppropriation 


B i l l — A ppointm ents by th e Governor. 
The Senate on yesterday spent the whole day dis­ 
cussing the report of the Committee on State Pri3- 
one, tbe debate bein¿ one of the most excited aud 
interesting of the session. 
The Senate met at 10 a . m , President Daggett ia 
the chair. 
Kellogg 
introduced a resolution, 
which was 
adopted, suspending the rules for the day aud ar­ 
ranging the business of the day in this form : Pre­ 
sentation of petitions, reports cf standing commit­ 
tees, reports of select committees, including com­ 
mittees on conference; messages from the Governor, 
messages from the Assembly, reading of bills on tho 
third reading special file, reading cf billa on the 
second reading special fl!o, reading of bills on the 
first reading special file, unfinished business (con­ 
clusion of reading of municipal government bill), 
county government bill, Governor’s appointment of 
Harbor Commissioner; reading of bills on tkird 
reading general file, etc. 
The Committee of Conference on the appropria­ 
tion bill reported that they could not agree wjith the 
Assembly committee in regard to the appropriation 
for the State Prison at San Quentin, and asked to be 
discharged. 
The committee was discharged, and, on motion, 
the President authorised to appoint a Committee cf 
three on Free Conference, to meet a similar com­ 
mittee from the Assembly upon the same proposi­ 
tion. 
The 
President 
subsequently appointed 
Murphy, English and Cox. 
** 
Taylor moved the adoption of Cffe report of the 
Committee on State Prisons relative to the investi­ 
gation into the management of the State Prison at 
San Quentin. 
Routier made a lengthy and incisive speech 
against the adoption of the report, citing passages 
in tbe testimony, and claiming that the testimony 
did not sustain the report. He was constantly in­ 
terrupted by points of order, but managed to hold 
the floor, aiid denounced the action of the Demo­ 
cratic majority of the committee in round terms. 
He said that a number of Democratic members had 
signed a minority report, but the “ whip had been 
cracked and down they went." 
Perry and Routier then presented a minority re­ 
port, diBsenting entirely from the report of the.ma- 
jority. 
Cross said that if tho Senate adopted the report, 
they indorsed the truth of every allegation i i the 
report and the recommendations in the report. He 
had been intimately acquainted for some years with 
Directors Schell, Neff and Chapman, and if those 
men had doue what this report says they have done, 
then they could settle down to the proposition that 
an honest prison management in the State of Cal­ 
ifornia is an impossibility. 
If those gentlemen had 
given their time to the State during all these months 
and years without compensation, they were more 
patriotic than the members of the Senate, who 
would not be willing to ser e the State for even 
thirty days without compensation. 
Perry spoke against the adoption of the report. 
He said that the committee did not see fit to exam­ 
ine the Directors, or allow them to appear before 
the committee and answer or explain away the 
charges agaiiiFt them. 
Cox sp ike in favor of adopting the report. He 
cla med that there was nothing in i he report against 
Direc or Neff. The committee had examined into 
thi* nutter full}*, and he believed f-irly, and the 
testimony aud report ought to be sent to the Gov­ 
ernor for*review by him. 
He believed in standing 
up to his duty in the matter, and should do so by 
his vote. 
- 
Reddy, Chairman of tho Committee on State 
Prisons, made a lengthy speech in favor of the re­ 
port, citing the testimony and pointing out the 
grounds upon which the committee had reported as 
they did. There was no doubt that there had been 
gross negligence in the management of the affrirs 
of the State Prisons. lie claimed that it was proven 
by the evidence that Ames, Berry and Ellis had 
taken property belonging to the State. They had 
not charged themselves with it until they were dis­ 
covered by the Committee of Investigation ap­ 
pointed by Governor Perkins, when they made the 
entries in their books. What thief would not be 
willing to give up his plunder, when detected, if ho 
could thereby escape punishment. There was noth­ 
ing in the evidence which contradicted the report in 
any respect. 
Routier reiterated his statement that the evidence 
did not sustain the conclusions in the report. lie 
claimed that there was partisan feeling in the inves­ 
tigation, and said the question was frequently asked 
of witnesses, “ What are your politics/’ “ How 
many Republicans were employed?” “ How many 
Democrats / ’ He insisted that this was only a fight 
for spoils. 
¿¿Spencer of Stanislaus was surprised at the pcsition 
of the minority. He had supposed that the commit­ 
tee had beeu given the credit, by al!, of conducting 
a fair examination. The evidence had cost the State 
9b' eral hundred dollars, and it ought to be sent to 
the Governor and preserved in the archives < t his 
office. Tbe evidence showed that two of the Direct­ 
ors took no part in the irregularities. 
Kellogg was in favor of sending in the evidence 
and report to the Governor, but he would i.ol vota 
for the adoption of the report, because the report 
contained certain statements which he did not con­ 
sider there was sufficient evidence before the Senate 
to warrant. 
McClure made an able speech against the adop­ 
tion of the report. The testimony had not been 
printed, and tbe Senators had had no opportunity of 
examining it. Some 1,200 p3ges of ustimoi y had 
been taken and never printed. lie cited the report 
of the Assembly committee statements favorable to 
the management of the State Prisons. It was un­ 
fair to ask the Senate to indorse the report without 
an opportunity to examine the testimony. The tes­ 
timony and report ought to go tí» the Governor, but 
the Senate ought not to adopt the report. He moved 
as an amendment to the motion of Taylor the fol­ 
lowing : 
lit’Holvcd, That the evidence upon which the ma­ 
jority report ol the Committee on State Prisons and 
Prison Buildings lias been founded, and a copy of 
the report, be transmitted to his r xoellency, George 
Stone man, Governor of the State of California, and 
request his action thereon. 
Whitney made a long speech against the adoption 
of the report. 
Reddy had commenced to reply when the Senate 
took a recess. 
A mes-ago was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing the following appointments : P. A. For­ 
rester as Commissioner of Immigration, vice Charles 
D. Bunker: George T M&rye, Regent of tbe Uni­ 
versity, vice Leland Stanford, resigned; Arthur 
Rodgers, Regent of the University, vice N. Greene 
Curt.s, resigned : Port Wardens—Charles Tnorue, 
Ctto Rivers and George Cummings. 
After recess another message was received from 
the Governor, stating that having approved A. B. 
356, relating to the Board of State Harbor Commis­ 
sioners. be had appointed the following Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners: William Irwin, of 
Siskiyou, for four ) ears ; A. C. Paul ell, of San Joa­ 
quin, for three years; and John II. Wise, of San 
Francisco, for two years. 
Reddy the*» resumed his argument in favor of the 
adoption of the report of the Committee on State 
Prisons in regard to tbe management of the State 
Prisons, making an earnest and eloquent appeal to 
the Senate to sustain the committee in the conscien­ 
tious discharge of its duty. 
Kellogg was in favor of sending the report and 
testimony to the Governor, and allowing him to call 
before him the Directors and Warden and place 
them upon their defense. If the Governor believed 
that they were guilty of n.alfeas nice in office, let 
him remove them, as he had a right to do. Some of 
the Directors stood as high in the estimation of the 
people of this State as any Ser.aVr up?n the floor. 
He favored the amendment offered by McClure, 
lie could uot see what more any man could ask. 
Vrooman took the ground that the Senate had no 
right to pass in judgment upon the action or ths 
State Prison Directors. 
They are constitutional 
officers, and the Constitution provides a way for 
their removal. The Governor may remove them 
upon written charges, after an opportunity to 
be heard in their de.ense. Let the evidence go 
before the Governor, and let him pass upon it with­ 
out having before him any conclusions drawn from 
the testimony. The Directory and Warden had not 
been allowed to be heard in their own defense. 
Cross spoke at leng h in favor of the amendment, 
taking the same ground as Kellogg and Vrooman. 
During his remarks he stated that one of the charges 
against the Directora was that they had violated tbe 
provisions of the Constitution. 
He said that a few 
days ago, when a proposition came up to increase 
the pay of a clerk in ihe Controller’s cffict, nineteen 
members of the Senate had violated their oaths to 
support tbe Constitution. 
Reddy demanded that the Senator retract the 
statement, and after a few heated remarks on both 
sides, Cro*s said that in order to proceed with his 
argument he would retract. 
sullivan spoke in favor of the report, holding that 
it was the duty of the Senate to tell the Governor 
what he should do in these matters. 
Reddy spoke again in favor of adopting the re­ 
port. It should be either adopted or rejected. It 
was either true or false. Let the Senate decide that 
question by a vote. He called upon Perry and Reu- 
tier to file a minority report which had been circu­ 
lated, and which he claimed was intended to shield 
Ntff and Schell. 
McClure then made an elaborate closing argu 
meat. 
The amendment was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 
23 noes—all of the Republicans, and Cross, Del 
Vade, Kellogg, Maddox, McCarthy, Murphy and 
Ryan voting “ aye.” 
Kellogg mo%*ed to amend bv striking out of tbe 
report tbe following : “ We find that the Directors 
named lave been grossly negligent iu the perform­ 
ance of the duties assigued to them ; that they have 
violated nearly every section of the law made for 
their government and guidance, and several provi­ 
sions of the Constitution of the State, and that their 
whole course is reprehensible and deserving cf con­ 
demnation.” lie made an eloquent appeal to the 
Senate in favor of his m tion. During his remark^ 
a warm personal discussion took place between him 
and Reddy, which brought out various explanations 
from mrmoers of the committee as to the proceed­ 
ings in the committee. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 15 ayes to 23 
noes. 
Chandler moved to strike out the word “ and that 
their whole course is reprehensible and deserving of 
condemnation.” 
The amendment was accepted. 
The report was then adopted by a vote cf 23 ayes 
to 13 noes. 
McClure filed a pretest against the action. 
The Committee on Free Conference reported a 
compromise on the amendment to the general ap­ 
propriation bill, fixing the appropriation for the 
State Prison at San Quentin at $120,000. The re­ 
port was adopted. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of S. B. 131, appropriating 
money for the Veterans' Home; S B. 228, proposed 
amendment to the Constitution, and S. B. 247, for 
the better control and management of the funds of 
tbe State*University. 
The Comm ttee on Contingent Expenses reported 
back various resolutions, which were adopted as in­ 
troduced, &i d aga i st tbe report, in some cases, of 
the committee. 
The Committee of Conference on the Senatorial 
apportionment bill reported that they had agreed 
that the Assembly should c ncur in the CrooB 
amendment, making it take effect in 18S6. 
A recefts was then taken until 7 30 P. M. 
Tbe Senate reassembled at 7:30 p. m , Del Valle in 
the chair. 
A privileged resolution, offered by Senator Kel­ 
logg, that the Legiilature adjourn sine die on Sat­ 
urday, March 10, 18S3, at 2 o’clock P. m , was laid 
on the table. 
On motion of Taylor, A. B. 508, to amend Section 
1653 of the Political Code, iu relation to public 
scboo’s, and requiring B »ards of Education m the 
several counties to organize primary and g‘ aim .ar 
scb'tolp, and prescribe a course of study therefor, 
by Camioetti, was taken up out of or< er, declared a 
case of urgency, read a t: ird time and passed. 
The county »’n i man c pal govexm ent bill, A. B. 
509, w s then taken up, the third reading tLiirh-.d, 
and pas**d. 
At 10:45 P m. the Senate adjourned. 
Tho Assembly met at 10 a. H., Speaker LaRue in 
the chair. 
Conferí nee Committees reported, with resulta as 
stated in Senate report. 
The Judiciary Cjinmitt.ee reported on Assembly 


! petition relative to charges against Judge McKin- 
stry of the Supreme Court, that they held that, the 
charges were insufficient to call for an inve&tigar- 
tion. 
The following bills were passed : A. B 530, add- 
inganew section to the Political Code, relating t > 
the auditing of the accounts cf the Immigration 
Commissioner rnd for the purpose of the prevention 
of frauds in the same; S. B. 181, au ending sections 
of the Penal Code r^latirg to the preservation of 
game and fish. The la-t bill provoked a lively and 
animated discussion. Before the vote was taken a 
call of tbe House was ordered. Over half an hour 
w a s c o lsunaed under the order. Bowers, Wheelar, 
LaRue, Bibb, Hughes and Plover were brought in, 
and all excused except LaRue, who was fined 88. 
After recess the Sergeant-at-Arms appeared at the 
bar of the IIou?e and said he hod in custody As­ 
semblyman Plover, and wished to know what dispo­ 
sition was to be made of him. 
Cutter moved that the Sergeant-at-Arms be di­ 
rected to “ take the Assemblyman to some conve­ 
nient place in San Francisco and hang him, and may 
the Lord have mercy on his soul.” 
After some dis:ussion Plover, at the earnest so­ 
licitation of his friends on the floor, was excused. 
Flynn, of the Free Conference Committee, re­ 
ported that in the matter of the appropriation for 
the support of San Quentin Prison, they had agreed 
on §1*0,000. Adopted. 
C&minetti offered a resolution that the House pre­ 
fer articles of impeachment of Judge Wiggin, of 
Mono county. 
Brown moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
Lost. 
The resolution was made a special order for 2 
o’clock to day. 
S. B. 288, an Act authorizing and directing the 
Regents of the University of California to convey 
certain lands, was read a third time and passed. 
Barry gave notice of reconsideratiou. 
Coleman moved to suspend the rules and take the 
same up immediately. Carried. The bill received 
sufficient votes to pass it. 
The House refused to read a second time Irwin’s 
several deficiency bills, appropriating money to pay 
deficiencies for the thirty-second and thirty third 
fiscal years. The following opinion was|read by the 
Secretary: 
John P. Dunn, F.aq., State Controller—Dear Sir : 
In reply to your favor of this date requesting an 
opinion in the matter of drawing your warrants, 
pursuant to a resolution of the Assembly passed 
March 5,1883, I have to say that in my opinion the 
amount of §25 is fixed by Article IV., Section 23, of 
the Constitution, as tbe greatest amount which may 
be expended by each member of the Legislature tor 
contingent expeuses. That it was never intended 
that the amount remaioiug unexpended should be 
received by such member as compensation for his 
services, and warrants should be drawn only for 
amounts actually so expended 
(Signed) E. C. MARSHALL, Attorney-Gen’J, 
Per E. C. MARSHALL, Deputy. 
Cutter offered the following, which was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
W ii breas, The Controller of State refuses to obey 
a resolution of this House diiecting him to draw 
certain warrants on the contingent fund ; 
and 
whereas, said contingent fund is subject to such 
disposition cs this body may order, without audit­ 
ing by any State officer ; therefore be it 
Resolved, That the Controller of State be and is 
hereby adjudged to be iu contempt of the Assem­ 
bly, and the Judiciary Committee are instructed to 
at once make examination and report to the House 
such action as said committee m iy deem necessary 
to vindicate the dignity of this body and secure en­ 
forcement. of its resolutions. 
S. B. 338—an Act to provide tót the erection of a 
building for the insane at the State Asylum at 
Stockton, and for the improvement of the drainage 
and water supply thereof—was next considered. 
At 5 i». M. Townsend moved to adjourn. Lost. 
Terry moved that the further consideration of 
Sonate bills 338 and 356 be made a special order for 
10 A. m. to day. 
Several attjmpt3 were made to take a recess, but 
were lost.

Cutter, iu pursuance of notice given, called for 
the reconsideration of the vote whereby the House 
adopted Barry’s resolution creating an investigating 
committee. The vote was reconsidered by a vote of 
35 ayes to IS noes. 
Cutter moved its reference to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee with instructions. The motion was with­ 
drawn and a motion to lay upon the table was made. 
Carried—36 ayes to 31 noes.

And 


yet iu the majority of casts of confirmed deafness 


the difficulty is often attributable to a culpable habit 


of neglect in making application for relief during 


the earlier stages of the aural complaint. Only in 


rare instances is the hearing lost suddenly; in most 


cases the approach of deafness is extremely in­ 


sidious ; indeed, the faculty of hearing is lost so 


imperceptibly that the time can scarcely ever be 


fixed when the ditBculty first commenced, nor can 


any increase be noticed except at long intervals of 


time. 


I-KOGKKSS OF DEAFNESS. 


Deafness varies in degree from the non-apprecia­ 


tion of faint and low sounds to the tytal loss of 


hearing. During the incipient stages of deafness 


the patient usually hears well enough when listening 


or while paying close attention, hut is quite hard of 


hearing when not expecting to ho addressed. Uuder 


these circumstances the person £0 afflicted often 


appears heedless and inattentive, until the impaired 


condition of the hearing power becomes more 


noticeable and explains the difficulty. 
As the com­ 
plaint progresses, we find that the patient experi­ 


ences more and more difficulty to hear readily, even 


while paying close attention, when two or more are 


talking, or when the conversation is carried cm in a 


low tone of voice, especially if the articulation of 


those with whom th6y converse is not sufficiently 


distinct. In such eases, they hear the sound of the 
voice, but fail to catch the words, anil l.enco they 


continually complain of persons “ talking way down 


the throat.” In this almost Imperceptibly slow and 


gradual manner hearing becomes more and more 


clouded and indistinct, until it is entirely lo9t or 


very seriously impaired. 


Duriug the incipient stages of deafness, a delusive 


feeling of clTEure or obstruction is often experienced 


in the ears, which the patient endeavors to remove 


by shaking the head, digging into the cars with car 


spoons and other dangerous contrivances, or hy a 
persistent courso of s y rin g iD g , a proceeding often 


attended h y most injurious results. 


ABNORMAL HEADING. 


During the progress of deafness sounds often pro­ 


duce a variety of morbid sensations. Musical tones 
may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 


sharp sounds are painful and distressing. Tho voice 


often appears hollow and reverberating, or extremely 


disagreeable. In some cases hearing seems best 


amid noisy and clattering sounds, as in mills, for in­ 


stance, or when riding in a stage or railway car. 


The case of a lady is recorded who could or.!y hear 


while her servant was heating a drum, and another 


where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 


leather on his lap stone. 


DEAFNESS BY SPELLS. 


With some the hearing at first suffers only by 


spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 


or while blowing the nose. In such cases the hear­ 


ing ia often spontaneously restored with a snapping 


sound or a loud startling report, or returns in a 


measure after the cold has passed off. These spells 


of deafness, however, usually occur more and more 
often, and ast longer, until st length permanent 


deafness supervenes. 


DEAFNESS IN ONE EAR. 


• 


Occasionally we find that only one ear is attacked, 


and when this is the case, no difficulty is experienced 


in hearing conversation readily, except on the deaf 


side, but the power is lost to know the direction of 


the sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 


affected could not tell which way the sound came 


from. In tbe majority of cases tbe other ear be­ 


comes affected in time, and what was before merely 


a serious inconvenience becomes then an actual 


misfortune. 
For the benefit of its fellow, the dis­ 


eased ear, in all such cases, should be restored to a 


condition of health even if its hearing could not be 


benefited. 


NOISES IS THE HEAD. 


Noises in the head are sometimes the first and 


only indication of a morbid condition of the ear. 


They may resemble the escape of steam, the ringing 


of bells, the beating of the heart, the humming of 


insects, tbe rattling of machinery, the roar of the 


surf, the singing of the teakettle, and in fact every 


imaginable sound. Often two distinct noises are 


perceived simultaneously, or one noise continues 


while the other appears at intervals. There is often 


a throbbing beating or pumping sound, with or 


after unusual exercise or excitement, or after meals. 


Noises in the head impair the functions of the brain, 


and exercise a most depressing mental and moral 


influence upou the patient, sufficiently so as to lead 


sometimes to suicide. The mental distress and tort­ 


ure which they occasion are often so treat that 


many a patient is far more anxious to have the 


noises removed than the hearia# restored, if only 


BEATS EPS IN CHILDHOOD. 


In many cases ef deafness that present themselves 


for treatment, the loss cf hearing can be clearly 


traced to some trifling aural complaint, which com­ 


menced during infancy or childhood, and was 


allowed to run unchecked and unattended. Usually 


there are no visible symptom 8 denoting a diseased 


condition of the ear. The child merely suffers from 


a slight but growing indistinctness of*hearing, which 


assumes the appsarancs of absent-mindedness, care­ 


lessness, stupidity or inattention, for which persist­ 


ent punishment is often inflicted, when the fault is 


entirely due to defective hearing. As soon there­ 


fore as the slightest doubt exists in reference to a 


child’s ability to hear, medical advice should he 


obtained, in order to have a thorough examination. 


Many cases, by proper and timely treatment, are 


susceptible ef complete relief, which, if neglected, 


become hopelessly incurable. 


D IM H 1RG E9 FKOM THE EAR. 


Discharges from the ear result from some inflam­ 


matory process of the ear produced by scarlet fever, 


small-pox, diphtheria, measles, cold or other cause, 


and varies in different cases and in the same case at 


different times. Usually it is a thick, purueut, 


greenish-yellow matter, occasionally streaked with 


blood. At times it is of a vascid and ropy nature, 


and again it may resemble melted cheese in appear­ 


ance and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coats the lining of the 


auditory canal, whilst in othere it is so copious as to 


pour from the ear, excoriating tbe surrounding 


tissue, which then presents a raw and inflamed ap­ 


pearance. 


The discharge is always characterized by a fetid 


odor, but in some cases it is so offensive as tc be al­ 


most unbearable. Discharge from the ear is dan­ 


gerous both to the hearing and the general system. 


In some coses it occasions tota deafness, whilst in 


all the hearing suffers to a more or le?s extent, none 


escaping without some notable injury to the hear­ 


ing power. Aside from its effects on hearing, the 


disease is apt to give rise to Neuralgia, Epilepsy, 


St. Vitus Dance, facial Paralysis, and other nervous 


disturbances—results scarcely to be wondered at 


when we cousidcr tbe close proximity of the diseased 


aural cavity to the great nerve-center■-th e brain— 


to which the inflammation or ulceration might be 


communicated with fatal consequcncc-s. Ar d yet 


some persons are content to go through life with 


this filthy, loathsome and dangerous disease about 


them, others endeavor to conceal this affection, and 


others again are deterred from taking proper advice 


by the ridiculous fear that the healing of the dis­ 


charge might be injurious to their health, when just 


the contrary is invariably the case. 


A FEW WORDS OF ADVICE. 


Those who value their hearing should seek com­ 


petent medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 


of a diseased condition of the e.ar, or the least defect 


in hearing. To do otherwise is to jeopardize one of 


the most valuable of our senses. 


Many persons neglect the diseased state of their 


ears in the hope that the difficulty may get well of 


itself or would be outgrown. 
No hope has ever 


proved more fallacious. It is the experience of all 


aurista of repute that diseases of the ear r.re not 


benefited by nature or time, but that, oa tho con­ 


trary, they oecome more and more developed 


and confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 
We cannot, therefore, too strongly condemn the 


practice of those physicians who, through ignorance 


or carelessness, endeavor to inspire confidence in 


the healing process of nature, by advising patients 


to let disease of the ear alone. Ia our experience 


we have had repeated demonstrations cf the fact 
that such advice is nothing short of malpractice, 
and deserving of the sever-st censure ; for dis­ 


eases of tho ear arc not only destructive to 


hearing, they also form a center for the develop­ 


ment of a variety of morbid ^states of other im­ 


portant organs, more especially the brain and nerv­ 


ous systeni. A late number of the Philadelphia 


Medical and Surgical Reporter, one of the best 


medical journals of the country, echoes the opinion 


of the best informed aural surgeons of the day by 
stating that “ it is a growingly recognized fact, that 


such serious diseases as pyaemia, abscess in the 


brain, some obscure forms of so-called rheumatic 


fever, and many others—for the mcst part rapidly 


fatal disorders—derive their starting-point in the 


ear.” 


In their earlier stages, diseases of the ear yield 
readily to skillful medical attendance, and even in 


cases of long standing, ar.d where the hearing is 
seriously impaired, an entire cure can often be 


effected by appropriate means. 
Desirable results, 


however, cau only be expected from ths attendance 


of a physician who has made himself familiar with 


the subject by special study, and who has acquired 


sufficient practical experience to gain a mastery over 


aural diseases. Medical science cannot be held re 


sponsible for the frequent failures or possible injury 


resulting from treatment when administered by in­ 


competent or inexperienced hands. 


In conclusion, let me say that every case of deaf­ 


ness, no matter how unfavorable it may appear, 


should at least be submitted to a thorough exam­ 


ination, and sometimes to treatment for a reason­ 


able leugth of time before hope is abandoned. 


Many cases in which hearing cannot be fally* 


restored, can be materially benefited, and in some 


evcu the arrest of the ever increasing loss of hearing 


proves an inestimable blessing. No case of deafness 


should be abandoned a9 utterly hopeless unless so 


pronounced by an aurist of acknowledged skill and 


ability.

Second—That all persons desirous to be voted for 
at said Primary Election as candidates for the Re­ 
publican nomination for any of said offices notify in 
writing, over their own proper signatures, the Chair­ 
man or Secretary of this Committee of such desires 
on or before 7:30 o’clock p. m., THURSDAY, March 
8th, such notification to contain a statement that 
the person indorses the principles of the Republican 
party; that he will support qualified Republicans 
for such offices as in the exercise of the duties of his 
office be shall have a vote in filling ; that at the last 
Presidential election he voted for the Garfield and 
Arthur electors, and that he will abide the result of 
said Primary Election and support the nominees of 
eaid Primary Election. 
Third—That all persons who indorse the principles

cluding the day upon which said Primary Election 
sha’l be held, and also by publication of the same 
in the Sacramento Leader and Sacramento Journal. 
Sixths That when tbe polls are closed, the Elec­ 
tion Boards shall count the ballots, iu the manner 
adopted at general elections held under tho laws of 
thin State, keep tallies of all votes cast, and when 
the ballots are all counted they shall rnako cut a 
certificate showing the number of votes cist for each 
candidate, and deliver said ballots, tally-papors and 
certifl ates to the Secretary of this Committee. 
Seventh—That as soon thereafter as practicable 
this Committee shall meet and canvass the returns 
of said election. In canvassing they shall throw out 
of the count all votes returned as cast for persons 
whose names were not submitted to this Committee 
as aforesaid. The persons who receive the greatest 
number of votes shall then be declared by this Com­ 
mittee the nominees of the Republican party for 
said respective offices.

THE 
KEW 
POSTAL 
ORDERS. 


The law passed by Congress in the last 
hours of its session, authorizing the new 
postal note or order for sums le3s than §5, is 
in accordance with a recommendation sub­ 
m itted to Congress by Postmaster-General 
Jam es in 1881, and which has been under 
legislative incubation process for the past 
three |essions. 
Its purpose is to relieve the 
demand for paper currency which can be 
transm itted in letters in small ainounts, with­ 
out the trouble or expense of obtaining money 
orders, and which demand has arisen from 
the withdrawal of fractional pap3r currency. 
U nder the new order system tor sums less 
than 85 no w ritten application is required ¡ 
no notice is sent by the postmaster who issues 
the order to the office where it^ia^made paya­ 
ble, except the order itself; it is payable to 
‘‘bearer," without the name of the person to 
whom payment is intended being given, and 
hence does not in any manner differ, as to 
safety in transmission, from a greenback or 
the paper fractional currency, and from 
which it only differs in effect in th at it is 
payable at a certain office.

The office of issue, amount, date and office 
at which payable, on the left of the order, 
represents the stub to be kept by the Poat- 
m ister, and which is his only record cf the 
transaction. 
To prevent the amount of the 
order being fraudulently changed the figures 
ou the right, in dollars, dimes and cents 
column?, will be punched by the issuing 
office, as in the above order—4 in dollars 
column, 3 in dimes, and 0 in cents, making 
82 30, and rendering a change impossible. 
The cost of the new order for any amount 
¡6ss than 85 will be but three cents, and in a 
short time this D9W departure la postal 
tranjpaission will be considered an indis­ 
pensable convenience.

E o s, R eoobd- U nion : From the latest 
reports it looks as it the Assembly meant 
to allow Assembly bill 207, providing for the 
paym ent of debts due the contractors under 
the drainage bill, to be defeated by inaction 
on its part, and thus practically rob the 
creditors of their due. 
The passage of this 
bill is not a m utter of merely slight im port­ 
ance. More is dependent upon it than simply 
the paym ent of §275,000 from the Stale 
Treatury. 
I t is a question of justice; an 
honorable and valid debt due by California 
to numerous of her own citizens—mainly 
laborers and ‘men of small means who are 
financially crippled by the long delay in 
securing their pay for work done two years 
ago, and to many of whom a non-payment 
means actual bankruptcy. 
These men took 
the contracts after being expressly told, by 
the highest legal Gfficer of the State, th at the 
bill was constitutional, and th at the warrants 
drawn against the "S tate Construction Fund 
of California ” would be duly honored. 
A great many of the contractors were work­ 
ing on borrowed capital. 
They were vitally 
interested in getting good protective levees 
bnilt, and had no confidence in the work of 
wholesale contractors. 
M any discommoded 
themselves—for their own good, to be sure— 
but was it not in the best interests of the 
community and of the State ? There men 
complied with the very letter of their con­ 
tracts, but when they cams to draw their 
warrants, they were refused payment on ac­ 
count of a mere constitutional flaw in the 
wording of the title of the bill. 
This is all 
th at was unconstitutional about the bill. The 
Legislature was sincere in its wish to have 
the works undertaken. 
The interests of the 
State demanded some attem pt at reconciling 
the seemingly uncompromising conflict be­ 
tween her two .greatest industries—agricult­ 
ure and mining. 
The Coarts of equity had 
practically come to the conclusleu that un­ 
less remedies were effected, hydraulic mining 
m ust be discontinued. 
The people of the 
State willingly, and even chrvrfully, contrib­ 
uted their quota of taxes to the attain m en t. 
of this much desired e n d ; and the con­ 
tractors, confident of the unimpeached integ­ 
rity of their State, as denoted by the will of 
the Legislature, went on and advanced the 
necessary funds for the construction of the 
protec ive works. 
A nd what aro the conse­ 
quences ? 
An over-Bcrupulous member, whos9 desire 
was for personal aggrandisement rather than 
to carry out the will of his constituents and 
legislate for the good of the State, succeeded 
in getting the bill invalided, on the strength 
of its title not conforming with w hat is ‘‘ re­ 
quired by law .” And now seme of our prom­ 
inent legal lights (?) quote "C ooley” and 
say, “ I t is as if it E6Ver had been.” 
W hy such hypocritical sophistry? These 
are the very men who are capable ot contract­ 
ing for a load of barley hay, and when it is 
used up, on the seller calling for his pay, re­ 
fusing to pay for it because it contained some 
oats as well as barley. 
This complying with the very “ letter of 
the law ” is one thing to one class of meD, 
and quite a different tbiDg to another class. 
A word here or there cannot, in strict and 
honorable equity, make a debt repudiatable. 
The fact th at an obligation has been rendered 
calls for an honorable recompense. 
These 
factors to the performance of contracts are 
inseparable. 
Contracts were made under the Drainage 
Act, and every precaution was taken, by re­ 
quiring bonds, etc., to make the fulfillment 
of them binding cd the contractors. 
B ut w hat security did these contractors 
have as against the State? 
Nothing or 
everything, as only the action of the present 
Legislature will show. 
Nothing—if the State is going to repudiate 
the debt due her owu citizens. 
N othing—if 
our legislators, as honorable men individually, 
have not the broader integrity of statesmen 
and hum anitarians. 
If they do not consider 
the pledge of the State as a collective pledge 
made up of their individual words of honor : 
if they can unconcernedly refuse to use their 
legislative .power to pay this just debt, the 
same as they would apply their individual 
signatures to the cancellation of a debt of 
honor against themselves persoraliy—then it 
is, in these cases, no use to appeal to their 
eenee of justice and integrity as honorable 
men—legislator?, and for the time being the 
Executive of California, and responsible for 
tho position the State is to take iu this m at­ 
ter of justice. 
The Slate is an individual 
only in the collectivene?s of its legislators, 
and no claim can be secured from the Stato 
except through its Legislature. 
If this is the way m atters stand at Sacra­ 
mento, then the contractors, after trusting 
implicitly in the State, have unfortunately 
proceeded to the fulfillment of their co n tric s 
w ithout even a semblance of security. 
In 
facb toey had absolutely nothing as a guaran­ 
tee ; and in the future all men will be careful 
how they uphold and trust the integrity of 
California, as represented by the expression 
of her Legislature. 
Oo the other hand, they were justified in 
undertaking the work as they did, if Califor­ 
nia will not repudiate a valid debt. 
If the 
members of the Legislature will only drop 
their little personal schemes and animosities 
for a moment and listen to the dictates of con­ 
science, accepting as an index the position 
they would take if they were concerned sim­ 
ply in thoir individual capacity as honorable 
and representative men of the State, and if 
our Legislature does justice to the views an! 
wishes of the mass of the people in this m at­ 
ter, so th at California may not be classed 
among the “ backsliding repudiators.” 
W hat will be tee consequences if this bill 
coas not pa?s ? The State will have refused 
to fulfill her part of the contracts, and as I 
have already said, California will bo a repu- 
diator. 
The Legislature will have virtually 
lecked the door against any futube payment, 
for if this Legislature can so pervert its sense 
of justice as to neglect to pass the bill, it will 
inauguret) a precedent for coming ones to 
follow. 
M any of the individual contractors 
wlil have all hops of regaining th ir solvency 
taken aw ay; their w arrants will remain a? 
they now are—valueless; their hard-earned 
wages will have been denied them ; and their 
own State will be the extortioner forcing 
them to the wall. In their individual capaci­ 
ties the legislators may still be honorable, yet 
they will have committed a breach of honor 
against their own feliow-men, against their 
constituents, their county and the State. 
And they will cause California to be nnenvi- 
ably pointed out as the "G olden S ta te ” 
which holds no obligations to be binding, and 
where the citizens have ceased to trust the 
Legislature. 
This debris question is becoming more than 
well known. 
Congress has had to do with it, 
and as surely ns this relief bill is not parsed 
Congress will refuse to help a State th at has 
refused to pay for work done under contracts 
let by her Legislature. 
The members of the 
Legislature are each and all responsible for 
the opinion which will be entertained of the 
present iegislalive session, and if they cannot 
see the advisability cf paying the just debts 
of the State, then the outlook is surely a poor 
one for the future of the incoming political 
party.

LOCAL JTELUCEHCL 


IA IN 
PROSPECTS. 


The following statement and rain statistics, 
prepared by Sergeant iJarwick, are presented 
as probably the best basis apon which to 
gates, or form argument for hope, in the 
dry weather appearances and probabilities, 
now regarded as uncomfortably drawn about 
as on every side. 
The Signal Corps observer 
says : 
There is considerable discussion as to what 
the amount of rainfall will be the coming 
spring season, I thought it of interest enough 
for the Sacramento valley people to search 
the records and compile a statement giving 
the rainfall for the fall and winter seasons of 
all that gave a total rainfall of equal to 13 
inches, which includes those that gave the 
same, or nearly the same, amount of rainfall 
as the fall and winter just past. 
There are 
two seaeons that gave sa near the amount of 
rainfall as the past one, np to March 1st, 
that a comparison may be of interest and 
record, in the way of quieting the fears of 
these who think everything is about to go 
to destruction. Our present season, to March 
1st, gave 10.89 inches; season of 1357-8, 
gave 10.62 inches; season of 1881-2, gave 
10.29 inches ; the present season gives 10.89 
inches; 
the fall and 
winter 
season 
of 
1857-8 wss followed 
in 
the spring by 
a 
rainfall 
of 
4 29 
inches—1.64 
inches 
following in March. 
The fall and winter 
season for 1881-2 gave 10.29 inches, and was 
followed in the spring by a fall of G.12 inches, 
3.78 inches cf that falling in March. 
I t is 
also found that the dryest season ever known 
here, that of 188J-1, gave but 1 inch during 
the fall ard winter, and was followed in the 
spring by 3.71 inches, 1 88 inches of that fall­ 
ing in M arch. 
The dryest months of M arch were those r.f 
1857, which gave only .68 of an inch ; 1865, 
.48 of an inch ; 1871, .69 of an inch ; 1873, 
55 of an inch ; 1875, .80 of an iacfc ; 1877, 
.56 of an inch. 
T aat was for six years out of 
thirty-tw o. Two of those were in succession, 
th at is, the small rainfall occurred in March, 
1871 and 1872, 
The occurrence of very 
small raicfall in M arch appears to come at or 
near the end of each four or eight years, and 
having passed the four-year period, we are 
likely to not have a very dry month for sev­ 
eral years y e t; th at is, we have every chance, 
judging from the comparisons of the last 
thirty-three years, of haviag a rainfall during 
the present month of from one to two inchee 
or more. 
The average rainfall for M arch for 
thirty-three years is about 2.50 inches; for 
April, 1.87 inches, and for May, .69 of an 
inch. 
F or tho spring season the average is 
about 1.70 inches; therefore, wo may be 
morally certain of getting nearly two inches 
more rainfall during the spring season, and 
it may run up to ten or iifteeu inches. 
There 
can be no certainly of the amount, but we 
are justified in anticipating more than two 
inches, from comparisons of thirty-three years 
past. 
Tho following table gives the rainfall dar­ 
ing the dryeat and the moderately dry fall 
and w inter seasons, aud the rainfall th at fol­ 
lowed during the spring seaeon, und it will 
be well w orthw hile fi r agriculturists to cut 
this out and peat it up for reference, and also 
to see how noar our judgment, from a thirty- 
three years’ comparison, shall agree with the 
actual amount of rainfall in the next three 
mouths. 
S ites this country has beau settled 
by the American rae?, there have been three 
very wet springs, at an average of about 
eleven year 
between. 
The first xvas in the 
spring of 1850, and gave 14 50 inches; the 
next was th© spring cf 1860, and gave 10.48 
inches ; the la=fc one occurred ia the spring of 
18S0, aud gavs 16 CG incho?. 
W e may, there­ 
fore, not look for such a wet spriug again 
much before the 
spring of 1890, which 
will probably bo an extremely wet o n e ; 
therefore there appears to be a cycle of ten and 
tw enty yscr? between the wet springs. 
For 
instance, 1850 was wet, so was 1860, and then 
.none since until 1880, or a period of tw enty 
t.a rs. 
We may therefore look fur another 
extraordinary wet spring (judging from com­ 
parison) iu 1890. 
This is not intended for 
any prediction, but only the probabilities 
arising from comparing past records. 
O ar 
driest spring seasons seem to reappear only 
every eighteen years, end if that is so, theu 
another extreme dry spring season is about 
eleven years cff. 
I cannot, therefore, see, by 
comparing the records for the last thir .y- 
three years, but

indications are for more than an average 
rainfall for the next three months, the aver­ 
age being tor M arch, 2 50 ; April, 1.87 ; May, 
.69 of an inch.
